A vrnlln Italian Blocks a Railroad. 

Dayton, Wash., Aug. IS.— David Small, 
a resident of Walla Walla, owns 44 lots in 
Waitsburg, nvor which the Oregon and 
Washington Territory road passes. Small 
has never received payment for his lotB. 
Last night he hired eight men and a dray 
and tore up the railroad on his property, 
then stood guard with a Winchester, stop- 
ping tho section hands from repairing tho 
track. Tho mail train wus delayed six 
hours, and a freight train carrying eight 
cars of stock four hours. Superintendent 
Taylor, Roadmaster Campbell and Receiver 
Tyler arrived on the scene at noon, when 
Small gavo up and allowed tho track to bo 
repaired. Small is likely to be arrested for 
etopping the mail. 

Opium Seized on the I niatllla. 

San Francisco, Aug. 19. — To-day the 
customs inspectors discovered sixty-five 
tael tins of opium in the coal bunkers of tho 
steamer Umatilla, and seized them. It. is 
believod that a large quantity of tho drug 
has been stowed away, and a very careful 
search will bo made. 

The Strlhe AnVctlne; (few England. 
Boston, Aug. 19 — The switchmen's striko 
at Buffalo is already being felt in New Eng- 
land, and more especially will the largo 
manufacturing centres, such as Lynn, 
Brockton, Lowell, and Fall River, suffer. 
Several Lynn manufacturers have already 
received notice to ship goods for the West 
via the provinces, entailing additional ex- 
pense and delay. 

Strike Threatened. 

Louisville, Ky., Aug. 19. — Unloss an 
adjustment is made very soon, it is prob- 
able that the switchmen of all the roads 
running out of Louisville will quit work for 
some time, The switchmen in the locality 
have felt dissatisfied with wages and hours. 
The strike at Buffalo precipitated a demand 
on the Louiayille and Nashville for tho ad- 
option of tho Chicago scale. From what 
can be learned at the offices of tho company 
the switchmen of the road will be informed 
to-morrow that their request has been re- 
fused. The men claim th'at they will im- 
mediately quit work. In case of refusal a 
general railroad striko will ensue. 

IJrnrtstrects' Report. 

New York, Aug. 19. — Telegrams from 
leading Canadian cities to Bradstrcets ju- 
dicata that the Fall trade prospects arc 
bright, owing to good crop reports in On- 
tario, Quebec and the Northwest. Increased 
sales of Canadian dry goods are 
announced from Toronto, The bank 
clearings at Halifax, Montreal and 
and Toronto this week aggregate §17,- 
71)1,000, a decreaso of 10 per cent, over last 
week, hut a gain of 8 per cent, contrasted 
with tho total for tho same week in 1891. 
If the Hamilton clearings he included, tho 
total this week is 818,429,000, or 11 per 
cent, less than last week. 

Poisoned ills Wire. 

SkLINA CiROVK, Pa., Aug. 18. — Tho sud- 
den death of Mrs. Charles Swenglc, of Pax- 
tonvillo, turns out to bo tho result of poison. 
Her parents wero suspicious that sho died 
from an unnatural cause, and had the 
stomach removed and sent to Dr. Leffman, 
of Philadelphia, for examination. A report 
was received stating that a sufficient quan- 
tity of strychniuo to cause death had been 
found. Tho day beforo Mrs. Swenglo's 
death her husband purchased two grains of 
strychnine from druggist Shindlc, of Mid- 
dleburg. This tho druggist testified to 
bi-foro tho coroner's jury. Tho poison was 
placed whero Mrs. Sweuglo was in the 
habit of keeping morphine, she being a suf- 
ferer from rheumatic pains. The jury re- 
ported that Mrs. Anna Swengle had died 
from tho effects of poison, maliciously 
placed within her reach by her husband, 
Charles Swengle. A hireling testified that 
ho was offered $50 by Swengle to tuko her 
(Mrs. Swengle) away. This being true, it 
will bo damaging evidence against the hus- 
band, who is in jail to await trial. His 
father is tho Rov. Mr. Swengle, for 30 
years a minister hero. Mrs. Swouglo was 
only 22 years of ago.

Italy Will Kot Appoint Arbitrator. 

Roue, Aug. 19. — It is reported that tho 
Italian Government may have to deolino 
tho task of appointing u delegate to take 
part in tho Behring Sea arbitration, as the 
Government is unable to find an aceeptablo 
person able to converse in the English lan- 
guage and willing to undertake the respon- 
sible mission. Fourteen prominent Italians 
have already refused to accept tho honor. 
One of them itissaid, based his refusalon the 
Now Orleans massacre, for which he de- 
clared there has not been adequato compen- 
sation. 

Vfllhcliii Toasts Iran/. Josef. 

BERLIN, Aug. 19. — At the banquet in 
Potsdam, after tho review of the Guards, 
the Kaiser spoke in tho highest terms of 
the Austrian Emperor, and said that tho 
alliance between Francis Joseph and him- 
self was tho Biirest guarantee of European 
peace. Ho offered a cordial toast to his 
Austrian ally. 

German Sawmills Burned. 

Berlin, Aug. 19.— Tungen's sawmills, at 
Farth, have been burned, with a loss of 
200,(100 marks. 

Cholera on Hoard Ship. 

LONDON, Aug. 19. — Wilhelm Ferdinand, 
a fireman on the stoamor lillen Dunbar, 
from Hamburg for Orangemouth, died of 
obolera on the way. Tho disease was of 
tho Asiatic type, it is believed, and it is 
supposed to have been contracted from 
emigrants at tho Hamburg docks. Tho 
Bto»iiiship has been disinfected and all 
hands uro kept on board. Quarantine regu- 
lations have been established. 

C'rlspo CnpturcH Valencia, 

Panama, via Galveston, Aug. 19. — Ad- 
vicos from Caracas Btato that Gen. Grispo 
has captured Valencia. His storming force 
consisted of 1,600 men, und about the same 
number held in reserve. Thero was but lit- 
tle resistance Only 239 soldiers occupied 
the city at tho time of tho attack, and they 
retired af tor a short and fecblo effort. 

Thrrndiaeu'H Strike Rrolicn. 

PARIS, Aug. 19.— The throadnien's strike 
is practically broken ; many of tho men have 
roturned to work, und tho rest will roturn 
to-morrow. 

Cholera In (■criiiiiny. 

HAMBURG, Aug. 19. — In Emisbultet, a 
suburb of this city, two women have been 
stricken with Asiatic cholera. One died 
to-day. 

The Standard Speaks. 
London, Aug. 19. — Tho Standard this 
morning says editorially : " The labor 
quarrels in tho U. S. are a vivid commen- 
tary on tho ignorant and dishonest, who 
havo led the dishonest play of tho political 
jackass, who havo led the Americans into 
the feted marshes of protection. For the 
plutocrat, thero is plenty, but for tho 
laborer, whose earnings ure filched, there is 
hunger which developes the spirit of tho 
ravenous wolf." 

l.urned Herself to Ilcntti. 

Paris, Aug. 19. — Madame Appuratucia, 
formerly owner and editor ot the Fashion 
Journal published at 7 Ruo do Lille, and for 
some time the female Worth of Paris, is 
dead in St. Petersburg. Sho was under 
arrest for manifold frauds. After her arrest 
she poured petroleum on her nightgown and 
set liro to it. Sho was severely burned, and 
was sent to tho Evangelical hospital for 
treatment. 



N. V. K. R. STRIKE. 

Men Return to Work on N. Y. Central— 
Lehigh and Erie hess 
Fortunate. 

BUFFALO, Aug. 19. — Tho N. V. Central 
to-day made considerable progress in mov- 
ing trains loaded with livo stock and per- 
ishable freight. Soldiers wont out with 
each train. A number of the Central Com- 
pany's switchmen who went on strike early 
in the week, returned to work to-day, and 
others who made application will soon bo 
reinstated. This change in affairs is 
said to have been brought about by 
members of the Knights of Labor 
applying for the positions of tho striking 
switchmen, who aro all non-union men. 
Tho Lehigh Valley road is not doing so 
well us tho Central in the movement of 
trains, though nearly all of its perishable 
freight has been moved. The Erie road is 
doing nothing. A Lehigh pay-oar stood iu 
the lower yards to-day, and striking switch- 
men, among others, received their envelopes 
and walked quiotly away. 

Elmiha, N. Y., Aug. 19. — Tho Twentieth 
Separate Company and Sixth Battery, of 
Binghaniton, havo been ordered here on a 
fast special train. An attempt, to move 
trains at Wavorloy mot with resistance, 
uud tho railroad officials fear a general riot. 



MURDER IN FRANCE. 

Sudden Disappearance of a Widow Lady— 
Singular Circumstances. 

Paris, Aug. 19. — Ono of tie most singu- 
lar criminal cases on record baa just been 
tried in tho Mouse Assizes. Tho crime 
took place in tho latter part of last year, at 
which time Mnie. Loblau, tho widow of a 
doctor, living at Tilly-sur-Meuse, suddenly 
disappeared. Sho lived quito alono, and 
her absence was not noticed by tho neigh- 
bors for somo days. The door of tho house 
was broken open, and all tho rooms found 
in a state of tho utmost disorder, the 
door of the kitchen lining covered with 
blood. Tho plate and various other articles 
of value had, however, not been touched, 
though soveral bank notes — a list of which 
was afterwards discovered in a drawer — ■ 
bad been removed from the desk in which 
tho money was kept. It was soon ascer- 



tained that two of theso securities were in 
tho possession of a peasant named Aubertin, 
who resided in tho neighborhood and wub 
known to be deeply in debt. 

When Aubertin was arrested ho denied 
that he hud had any hand in tho crime, but 
it shortly transpired that on the very day 
when tho murder was committed bo had 
bought a couple of pork chops from a local 
dealer, and there on tho dining-room tablo 
lay tho tell-tale debris. Aubertin, in fact, 
had known beforehand that his sinister task 
would occupy several hours, inas- 
much as he had determined to cut the 
body into small pieces, which could 
easily bo disposed of without fear of dotec 
tion. Accordinglv ho had bought the chops 
to refresh himself with, and this circum- 
stance led to his conviction. A few days 
beforo tho trial some of the fragments of 
flesh were found near a pier of one of the 
river bridges, and soveral pieces of the body 
havo been found from time to time since. Au- 
bertin was condemned to hard labor for life. 



THE TROOPS DEFEATED. 

U. S. Soldiers bed Into a Well Planned Am- 
bush by Tennessee Miners. 

Knoxville, Tenn., Aug. 19.— Three 
militia and two miners wero killed in this 
morning's battle between the Knoxville]|vol- 
untcers and miners at Coul Creek, and sev- 
eral on each side wero wounded. The dead 
and wounded militia men wero brought 
hero to-night. The volunteers reached 
Ofl'utts, a small village four miles from Coal 
Creek, about 11 o'clock this morning, and 
began tho march over tho mountains to 
Coal Creek. They had not pro- 
ceeded far when three men, all 
uniformed, and claiming to bo friendly, 
appeared and offered to pilot the regiment 
down tho mountain. Without suspicion, 
the troops followed them into a well-planned 
ambush, within a quarter of a mile from 
Coal Creek, where a sudden attack was 
made upon them from behind boulders and 
trees. The fire was at onoe returned, but 
not until several of the militiamen fell. 
Tho attacking party, however, were 
all well armed, aud greatly out- 
numbered the militia men. The odds 
were greatly ugainst the latter. Tho order 
to retreat was given and promptly obeyed, 
and the volunteers roturned to Offutts. 
Later, under a flag of truce, they returned 
and took away the dead and wounded, and 
brought them to Knoxvillo to-night. 



FJiOM KOOTENAI, 



lllecillewaet and Fish Lake Mines and 
Mining-- Resources of This 
Wonderful Country. 

An Unprospected Region Which Prom- 
ises to Come to the Front 
Very Soon. 



Mr. J. M. Kollie, M.P.P. from West 
Kootenay, has just arrived in Victoria from 
the north country. Ho was asked regard- 
ing tho outlook in the Kootenay country, 
by a Colonist reporter, last evening, and 
said : 

" I havo been out on a prospecting trip, 
and my knowledge of the country at largo 
has been gathered from old papers sinco my 
return, but the lllecillewaet country and 
the Slocan district, whero I have been, are 
flourishing like a green bay tree. In fact, 
I do not think it going too far to say that 
the Slocan is tho coining mining region of 
tho north, and the lllecillewaet tamps wero 
never looking eo well. The fcres of this 
section run to galena, grey copper Mid car- 
bonates. This latter was not at first very 
well understood. 

"As an oxampleof this may be mentioned 
tho property of Mr. Rycknian, M.P., of 
Hamilton, who owns three claims on FiBh 
Creek. Hero the ore was running about 
$100 per ion galena, with a carbonate mix- 
ture. This latter was thrown over tho 
dump until an assay showed it to run from 
§300 to §700 per ton. It is, perhaps, need- 
less to Bay that no moro of it was wasted. 

Thero aro now 22 claims of 1500x1500 
foot, vertical lines on Fish creek; tho new 
limits of a claim 1500x1500 feet are not 
meeting with much favor here. Among the 
promising claims may bo mentioned the 
" Lanark," owned by Victoria parties. 
This property shows a 27 foot vein, well 
defined and very good in grade The 
" Maple Loaf," owned by Mr. McKinnon, 
has been lately sold to Mr. Mcintosh, M. P., 
of Ottawa, for a very high figure. The 
"Jumbo" and "Dunvoyen have passed to 
English capitalists, und work will begin on 
the latter about September 1. Mr. Fish- 
burn, of Chicago, is rushing the work on 
the Annio and Agnos mino, which is looking 
very well. 

"Tho appointment of a new recorder, 
Mr. A. McArtbur, for this district is a con- 
venience which is uppreciated by all. 

"A trail is being built from lllecillewaet 
and Fish creek to connect with the Lardeau 
trail, but is going rather slow. A number 
ot big fiuds have been made on tho upper 
Arrow lake, around Lardeau. Mr. Huskins 
and tho Abrahamson Brothers havo some 
fine claims. Walker, Dowens, Staubor, 
Ross und McDonald have an immense lead 
on tho North Fork of tho Lardeau.

Blackburn and associates of Seattle, have 
six claims, all good. In fact tho entire 
country seems to bo mineralized. 

' There is much need of a new trail from 
Trout Lako to tho north fork at the 
Lardeau, and the peoplo areunxious to have 
tho C. P. R. build from Rovelstoke to tho 
mouth of tho Columbia. This woald open 
up an immense timber region which cannot 
now be utilized owing to the impossibility 
of booming logs at Revelstoko.

IMPERIAL CONCERNS. 



First Heating of The Gladstone Cabinet 
-Home Rule Bill in Process 
of Incubation. 



Further Cabinet Appointments— Mr. 
Gladstone Cone to Hawardeu— 
Unionist Movements. 



London, Aug. 19.— It is officially an- 
nounced that Right Hon. John Blair Bab 
four has been appointed Lord Advocate for 
Scotland. He was born in 18.'!7, and has 
been Solicitor General for Scotland and 
Lord Advoeato in tho Gladstone govern- 
ment of 1SS0 — a post to which ho roturned 
iu 18&J5-1886, Ho is a privy councillor, a 
commissioner of Education for Scotland, 
and a thorough Liberal. He represents 
Clackmannan and Kinross. Alexander 
Asher, M. P. for Edinburgh, has been ap- 
pointed Solicitor General for Scotland. He 
was born in 18,'!5 and has been Solicitor 
General for Scotland in former Liberal ad- 
ministrations. Ho has sat for Elgin since 
1881. 

Samuel Walker, Q.C., haB been appointed 
Lord Chancellor for Ireland. Ho was 
Attorney-General for Ireland under Mr. 
Gladstone's second and third adminis- 
trations. The MacDerniott, who was 
Solicitor General for Ireland under Mr. 
Gladstone's second and third administra- 
tions, iB now appointed Attorney-Goncral 
for Ireland, and Sergeant Pemphill is appoin- 
ted Solicitor Goneral for Ireland. 

London, Aug. 19.— Tho first meeting of 
tho now cabinet was held to-day. All 
the members were present. Tho subjeot 
of preparing the Homo Rulo bill for 
the meeting of Parliament on Novom- 
ber 4, is Baid to have been diicussed. 
As far aa domestic affairs are concerned, it 
is understood British reforms will not bo 
neglected. Chancellor. Bryce is detormined 
to push his bill giving access to tho people 
to the mountains of Scotland. 

The following additional appointments 
are officially announced : Mr. Herbert Glad- 
stone, :on of tno Prime Minister, Under 
Secretary of tho Home Office ; Mr. Thomas 
Burt (Laborist), Parliamentary Secretary of 
the Board of Trade. 

A farmer named Atkinson will oppose 
Sir. Win. Vernon Harcourt when ho otforB 
himself again for re-election in Derby. Not- 
withstanding that Atkinson's follow Con- 
servatives have urged him to give up tho 
idea, Atkinson stubbornly insists that he 
is going to make Harcourt fight hard to 
keep his scat. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Gladstone will leave Lon- 
don, to-morrow, for Hawardcn. Tho minis- 
ters, who havo all assumed their desks, are 
busy gathering up the reins of office, and 
will shortly visit the Premier, there to con- 
fer in regard to the formation of tho Home 
Rule ineasuro, which is to be developed in 
the interval between now and tho assem- 
bling of the Houso. Messrs. Sexton, Hcaly, 
Dillon and Blake, will also call upon Mr. 
Gladstono with tho same object in view. 

In 1880, upon entering office, Mr. Glad- 
stone reduced tho salaries of tho various 
under-Beorotaries from £1,500 to £1,200 per 
year. Ho has now made a further cut, 
bringing tho pay of these officials down to 
£1,000. 

The Irish Unionists havo formed a sort of 
vigilance committee, with headquarters at 
Dublin, for tho purpose of watching tho 
Nationalists. Tho committee will have 
emissaries everywhere in Ireland looking 
ont for tho slightest acts that can bo con- 
strued or mado to appear as outragooue. 
The so-called outrages will be collected and, 
at regular intervals, tho matter will be 
brought up in the House of Commons in tho 
shape of an interpellation addressed to the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland (Mr. Morley) 
asking him to explain how such a terribio 
Btato of society can last in Ireland under a 
Liberal regime.

This time all the quaran- 
tined gentlemen are Vancouverites, but 
tho provender is Baid to be of tho same in- 
different quality ami les3 iu quantity than 
was provided "for tho prisoners in Van- 
couver's black hole. The ufternoou paper 
endorses the kick. The World is getting 
really reasonable of late. In the meantime 
tho city are asking whose will will prevail — 
Dr. Davie's or that of the City Council. 
Will men remain whero they are, a menace 
to the health of the citizens, or bo removed 
to Deadmau's Island. 

What about tho leper girl. No one seems 
to know. Dr. McCuigan states most em- 
phatically that ho did not make a second 
examination. She evidently returned to 
the city by way of the Westminster tram. 
She is said to boon Dupont street. Several 
city fathers were spoken to, but they pro- 
fess ignorance. In fact no one seems to be 
bothering about the fact that a leper is 
resident here. 

The old, old story is repeated that the 
water pipe main is burst in tho Narrows, 
again, it is said a late marine arrival is 
responsible for the damage, this lime. 

Tho contemplated CP. R. wharf at Eng- 
lish Bay would be an advantage in many 
ways. The Narrows is a dangerous place, 
anyway.

Conuon, who is willing 
to subject himself to tho rigorous criticisms 
of the press and public iu these stormy 
days.

Devlin, which occurred in Seattle yesterday. 

George A. Fruser leaves for New Bruns- 
wick next week to reside there perman- 
ently; cause, ill health. 

John White left for Victoria on the 
Yosemite this afternoon. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Wkstmi.nstkk, Aug. 19.— The city 
milkmen are dissatisfied with the credit 
system, and will hold a meeting next week 
to discuss a new arrangement on a more sat- 
isfactory basis. 

The hatchery will be got in order next 
week, and by tho middle of Soptember it 
will be ready to hold tho small ova which 
will be stripped from the fish caught in tho 
Harrison Uiver trap. Instructions aro 
daily expected from Ottawa regarding the 
number of ova to be secured this year. 

The Coquitlam council are asking for 
tenders for the work of clearing and build- 
ing several miles of new roads in ditl'erent 
parts of tho municipality. 

Good progress has been made with tho 
grain harvest on the Delta and Lulu Island 
since the beginning of the week. Reapers 
are at work in every direction, in some 
cases several on one farm. Some days 
Thomas Ladner has had three reapers con- 
stantly at work. Threshers will be at work 
next week in several localities. From all 
reports the yield will be considerably larger 
than last year. 

Another Indian woman is making a claim 
against the city for property destroyed 
when the shucks were burned to prevent 
any Bpfcud of smallpox gem!?. She wants 
something like $100 for her iktas. From 
what a prominent member of the City Coun- 
cil said to-day, it is likely they will not en- 
tertain the claim. 

Thomas MoNish, of the Fisheries Depart- 
ment, has returned from the Skceua Uiver, 
where he was stationed during tho salmon 
packing season. Ho reports tho Skeena 
pack as follows : Windsor cannery, North 
Pacific cunnery, Inverness cannery, Standard 
cannery, Cunningham's cannery, British 
American cannery, Balmoral cannery and 
Royal Cunadian cannery, each 12,000 cases. 
Total pack on the Skeena, 90,750 cases. 

N.IXAIUO. 

Nanaimo, Aug. 18.— A sad drowning 
accident oacurred last evening about G p.m., 
at Yellow point, about ten miles south of 
this city. Tho 3-year-old son of Isaac 
Bates fell into the water near tho house. 
Mrs. Bates missed the little boy and went 
in search of him. She called to the neigh- 
bors who came and assisted in the search. 
They found tho child in water which was 
only a little over a foot and a half deep. 
The body was brought to this city at an 
curly hour this morning. Mr. Bates is at 
present in Victoria undergoing un operation 
on an injured eye. After careful enquiries 
by the coroner, it was thought not to bo 
necessary to hold an inquest. 

The appeal against the conviction of Tate 
and Anderson in the bark Richard the 
Third kidnapping affair came beforo Judge 
Harrison to-day. Mr. Hunter, crown prose- 
cutor, appeared to support the conviction. 
H. A. Simpson appeared lor tho appellants. 
Mr. Hunter raised an objection to the ap- 
peal, which was that notice of the appeal 
had been given to the judges of tho crim 
inal court of Nanaimo, whereas it should 
have been given in the county court of Na- 
naimo. The objection raised considerable 
discussion and the appeal was dismissed 
with costs. 

Tho greatest potlatch ever known took 
place at Cape Mudge on the 9th inst. Chief 
Bell, of the Salmon River Indians, gave 
away 5,.'i00 blankets, .'!50 boxes of biscuits, 
•ISO ail.-er bracelets, 150 trunks and S.'JOO in 
cash. The total value is estimated at 
38,000. 

All hopes of finding Mrs. Fitzgerald has 
been given up. 

A longer named Blair cat his foot badly 
at McDougall's camp, North Comox. lie 
camo down on tho steamer Joan, and will 
go to Victoria to-morrow. 

Two large electric locomotives were low- 
ered down No. 1 shaft of the N. V. C. Co. 
They will probably be tested to-morrow. 

Great preparations are being made for the 
celebration of Labor day to-morrow. The 
procession will form at 9:30 a.m., and march 
out to meet tho Nortblield contingent, and 
go thence through the principal streots to 



tho Caledonia Grounds, whore sports, 
speeches, luncheon, otc , will be had. In tho 
evening there will bo a grand open air dance 
ona mammoth platform. Delegates from New 
Westminster, Vancouver and Victoria are 
expected to bo present. 

Drills of the Nanaimo Infantry Corpi re- 
commence at the City Hall, Monday evening 
next, at 7.30 o'clock. Col. Herbert will 
shortly make an official visit and inspect the 
Nanaimo militia. 

On Wednesday Tom Bolton tried to 
wrestle young Stewart, tho light-weight, in 
preseuco of about a score of spectators. Tom 
felt confident; Stewart said nothing, and as 
soon as both men got on the mat mado a 
rush at Tom and threw him clear ovor his 
head. 

A general meeting of tho members of St. 
Paul's Institute took place in the hull last 
evening. The financial report showed that

NELSON. 

(From tho Miner.) 

Tho 1st of July Celebration Committee 
report receipts of $874.15, and expenditure 
§884. '25, leaving a deficit of about $10. 

Forest fires have been running all orcr 
the Slocan country, to tho danger and dis- 
comfort of prospectors. 

F. S. Barnard has bought J. FredHumo's 
waterworks shares. 

Tom Collins reports that the tunnel of 
the Lizzie C. is in 205 feet, and that 25 feet 
more ought to tap tho ledge. 

Kolfo & Goepel will erect a sawmill at 
Fredericton. Tho machinery is on its way 
hero. 

Harold Selous has received specimens 
from tho Annie which show marked im- 
provement in the claim as depth is gained. 
The ore is galena and copper, and is very 
like some of tho Dandy ore. 

Tho well-known Major of Balfour, has 
mado a strike somewhero between the Ains- 
worth and Slocan mining divisions. Tho 
ore is very high grado. 

Smith, who was couneetod with tho 
Nelson Brewery company, has mado a strike 
in the Slocan district. He claims to have 
a foot of solid oro running high in anti- 
mouial Bilver. 

Of tho Silver King salo nothing is posi- 
tively known. Sonator Mcluuis, who was 
in Nelson this week, seemed to be familiar 
with tho men who wero interested in tho 
deal, and, according to his account, they 
are the principal shareholders in the Thar- 
sis Copper company. 

Tho shareholders of the Consumers Water 
Works company held their first annual 
general meeting on August 10, when the 
following directors were appointed : F. S. 
Barnard, president; J. P, Hume, vice-pres- 
ident; A. E. Hodgins, secretary-treasurer; 
and J. A. Mara, J. A. Gilker, W. F. Teat- 
zel snd W. J. Wilson. 

Persistent rumors give color to tho idea 
that some arrangement has been como to be- 
tween the C.P.R. and tho Nelson it Fort 
Sheppard outfit. Eighteen surveyors are 
camped on tho meadows beyond Cotton- 
wood-Smith Lake, to which point they cut 
out the old trappers' trail from tho mouth 
of the Beaver. They are now engaged in 
working back along the line of the track. 
It is probable that the survey will connect 
with this point from tho Nelson terminus of 
the line. Tho effect upon Nelson of the 
news that things had becomo so definite was 
electrical. Mr. Roberts, chief engineer of 
tho Spokane & Northern, came to this town 
yesterday, accompanied by Mr. Taber, 
C. E. , who will have chargo of a 
party of engineers locating tho line of 
the road from Nelson to the southward. 
Mr. Brown has another party that is 
running the lino from tho boundary in 
this direction. It is thought that the two 
parties will ha able to definitely locate the 
railway before the snow begins to fly. Pro- 
bably no construction work will be done un- 
til spring, except the erection of the bridgo 
across the Pond d'Oreille river, the piers of 
which must necessarily be put in during low 
water. 

Tho early prospect of tho Nelsou and 
Fort Sheppard railway being built should 
attract prospectors' attention to tho range 
of mountains on tho other aide of Salmon 
river. Rich flout, going over 300 ounces in 
silver; was found there last year, and pro- 
mising indications havo also been found 
lately. The country is, in some respects, a 
discouraging ono for tho prospectors, being 
very much overgrown with moso and brush; 
and whatover ledges have been struck there 
as yet have been narrow. But there is 
proof positive that rich mineral exists over 
there, and that a big thing is waiting for 
the lucky man who strikes it. 

Nothing further has been heard of the 
Crawford Bay strikes. A large number of 
locations have been recorded. Dick Gallop 
has returned from a trip up one of the 
Crawford Bay creeks and reports the coun- 
try as very favorable for mineral. He him- 
self found a 4-foot ledge of galena and car- 
bonates, su fur as he knew low grade. The 
formation consists of belts of shalo lino 
porphyry and granite. 

KASI.O. 

(From the Hot Spring's News.) 

Mr. Hubbard, assayer, of the Cosur 
d'Alenes, has bought out A. F. Bryan's out- 
fit and business, and contemplates putting 
up sampling works in town. 

J. L. Retallack has returned from tho 
head of Schroeder creek, where ho has been 
doing assessment work on tho White H ea- 
thor and other claims. Ho reports the pro- 
perty looking well, but that ho had a groat 
deal of snow to contond with. 

The bridgo over tho Kaslo river, on 
Third street, will soon be completed. 

The negotiations for the wagon road are 
proceeding favorably, and final arrange- 
ments will soon be completed. 

Mr. S. M. Wharton, of Spokane, has 
completed tho purchase of a sawmill plant, 
to bo erected on Slocan lako without delay, 
on the site originally located by Mr. Morri- 
son, directly opposite New Denver. Tho 
apacity of the mill will be 15,000 feet per 
day. 

The lead on the Washington claim is 
stripped by a landslide for Borne 400 feet, 
and was measured in one part to bo 30 feet 
wide. Wherever the cropping is broken off 
galena shows. Tho tunnel is being run in 
along the hanging wall of tho lead about 
two-thirds down the claim. As tho lead 
runs up tho hill at an uugle of about 50', 
depth is rapidly gained. The tunnel is iu 
about 30 feet, and it is estimated that close 
on 100 tons of oro lie on the dump, which 
will average, as far as can bo told from 
assays, about $150 per ton. The breast of 
tho tunnel shows 14 inched of solid galena 
close to tho hanging wall, and next to that 
sixteen inches of carbonates interspersed 
with galena. Tho rest of tho fuoo of tho 
tunnel shows a large amount of good ore. 
When the tunnel is 50 foot in it is proposed 
to run a crosscut to get the footwull and to 
show tho breadth of tho ledge. Tho claim 
altogether makes a wonderful showing, and 
will probably be tho first producing mine on 
the lvuslo slope.

STEPHEN FLYNN IS DEAD.; 



Tlio Victim of the Recent Trouble in 
the Louvre (Saloon Expired 
Yesterday Noon, 



After Having Lingered For Three 
Weeks— The Affair Now Becomes 
More Serious. 



The Teporten-Flynn affair took another 
uspect when the assaulted man died at 12:45 
yesterday, out at the Jubilee hospital. The 
authorities were at onco notified, and ar- 
rangements wero mado for a pott mortem 
examination and inquest, which will be held 
at 2 p.m. to-day. 

When Flynn was 6rst taken to tho hos- 
pital he was thought to be in a dying con- 
dition, and the police magistrate was called 
in to take tho injured man's ante mortem 
deposition. At tho time Flynn stoutly dis- 
claimed any intention of dying, and the de- 
position accordingly took the form of a 
Btory, which was told in the presence of 
some oilieials aud a Colonist reporter. Tho 
latter reduced tho narrative to writing and 
Flynn signed it. 

For a time it seemed that Flynn would keep 
his word and recover. Ho grew somewhat 
stronger and showed very encouraging signs 
of increasing vitality. As time went on and 
Flynn was still reported to be improving, 
tho serious aspect of the caso, which at first 
looked very much like manslaughter, be- 
came softened to such an extent that the 
charge of aggravated assault against Topor- 
ten was changed to a misdemeanor and he 
was admitted to bail in the sum of $2,000, 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Dohcrty, going on 
the bond for $1, 000, and Teporten himself 
providing tho other §1,000 required. 

But suddenly Fiynn's case took an un- 
favorable turn, and yesterday ho died. The 
coroner's inquest to-day will determine tho 
new status of tho case. If tho verdict 
shows that Fiynn's death resulted either 
directly or indirectly from tho injuries in- 
flicted by Teporten then the latter will have 
a very different charge to that of a misde- 
meanor to answer for. 



HENRY CLEWS' REPORT. 

The Situation is not Unfavorable, but Caution 
Is Necessary. 

In his Financial Report dated August 13, 
Henry Clews says : "The stock market lias 
several influences to contend against which 
could not have been foreseen, viz. : Reports 
of damage to tho corn crop, unfavorable 
rumors concerning the Reading deal, and 
further shipments of gold. Unquestionably 
thore is a great deal of uneasiness concern- 
ing tho future of our currency system both 
at homo and abroad, which thi3 loss of gold 
stimulates. At tho same time, there is 
more alarm than necessary in some 
quarters ; and tho dangers are still 
quite ^distant. The very fact that thoy 
are better understood to-day than 
over before is ot itself an omen of good. 
Foreigners, who have been sending back 
their holdings of Americans for months past 
on this account, havo failed to appreciate 
that the power of the silver lobby st Wash- 
ington has received its first real rebuke, 
and that henceforth the tide of battle bo- 
tween silverites and anti-silverites is likely 
to be in favor of the latter. Unless all in- 
dications fuil, the next Congress will wit- 
ness a more vigorous und able campaign 
against existing silver follies than has yet 
been seen. It is this hope that the remedy 
will be applied before the crisis comes, as 
well as confidence in our ability to curry 
the burthen, that has induced American 
bankers and capitalists to purchase and 
hold the securities which Europe has sold. 
It was the want of this confidence, as well 
as the unsatisfactory stato of trade and fin- 
ance abroad, which forced Europe to sell. 

" The efforts of tho bears to force out 
stocks by means of false rumors about the 
corn crop were not very successful. All 
such rumors were silenced by the Govern- 
ment report for August first, which showed 
the condition of corn ko ho 82.5 per cent., 
against 81.1 per cent, the previous month. 
In some sections there has been consider- 
able damage by drought, especially in Kan- 
sas, but later reports of subsequent rains 
arc more satisfactory. To most observers 
the August crop report seems lu havo been 
a disappointment ; yet it should not bo 
overlooked that present low prices for 
wheat, corn and cotton are all due to tho 
over production of last year. A smaller 
yield of these staples this year, provided 
quality proves fair, is really the most for- 
tunate circumstance that could happen. 
There is no prospect, whatever of a short- 
age of cotton, corn or wheat. There will 
bo surplus enough of each left over to moot 
all possiblo deficiencies of the coming season. 
Had we experienced another year of such 
abundance as last year, there is no telling 
at whut prices the chief farm staples would 
have dropped to. 

"The immediate courso of the market is 
uncertain. In view of present low prices 
and tho confidence with which stocks are 
held by big capitalists, there would seem to 
lie room for an advance, particularly as all 
tho unfavorable influences now visible are 
either diminishing in intensity or huvo heon 
amply discounted. As tho public are not 
in the market, any real activity or advance 
would have to be inaugurated by somo of 
the big leaders who have not yet manifested 
any disposition of this sort.

Upon tho whole, tho 
situation is not an unfavorable one; but 
until tho legality of the coal combine is 
decided and other tendencies become more 
settled speculative operations will havo to 
be conducted with caution."

NOT YET RECOVERED. 

The Body of Indian. Annie Iins Again Disap- 
peared. 

Officer McNeill returned from Otter Point 
last night, after a fruitless search for tho 
body of the dead kloochman Annie, suppos- 
ed to have been drowned off Race Rocks, a 
few dayH ago. The authorities received 
word that the body of an Indian woman 
was lying on the beach ut the former point, 
and us thoro were somo suspicious circum- 
stances connected with tho death of Annie, 
an officer was at ouco despatched to take 
charge of the remains, but on his arriving 
at Otter Point the body could not bo found. 

Ollicor McNeill soarched tho beach for 
about six miles, up and down, from the 
point where the body was last seen, but 
found no traco of it. A very strong tide 
was running at tho time, and it is probable 
that the corpse may have been curried out 
tp sea again— though it is also possiblo that 
it may have been made away with. 

Mr. Gordon, tho station agent at Otter 
Point, wan instructed to keep a look-out for 
the body, in case it should come ashore 
again. 

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 




The Sloop Edith in Trouble With the 
Customs— Return of the Sir 
James Doug-las. 



Steamer Flyer on the Victoria Run- 
Doth Were to Blame-The Gold- 
en Horn Coming-. 



The little black sloop Edith, owned and 
sailed by a fisherman named Stephens, is in 
trouble with tho customs authorities, hav- 
ing been placed under detention yesterday, 
charged with certain violations of th» law, 
which will bo fully investigated before Col- 
lector Milne at 10 o'clook this morning. 
Tho Edith, it is claimed, has boon a fro- 
quent violator of the law, visiting and trad- 
ing at the West Coast stations without any 
of the usual formalities being observed. 
Information is also in tho hands of the col- 
lector of tho operations of unother Victoria 
sloop whoso trips to Barclay Sound and Capo 
Beale are supposed to have been for the 
purpose of discharging whiskey cargoes. 

Tlio steamer Queen will arrive here from 
the Sound at 5 p. rn. to-day, proceeding up 
to Alaska at 1 o'clock to-morrow morning. 

The Sir James Douglas, Captain Walbran, 
returned from a 10 days' cruise in Barclay 
Sound, yesterday afternoon. During her 
stay in the Sound tho new town of Alberui 
was visited and the buoys, marking tho 
channel across tho bar of the Somass river 
renewed. Tho Douglass, from Alberni, pro- 
ceeded to Castlo Islet, and there built a new 
beacon, 50 feet high. This beacon, in con- 
junction with the ono onRouud Islet, marks 
the fiirway of tho western channel into tho 
Sound. Loth beacons were whitewashed. 
While lying at anchor off Castle Iilet a sea 
otter skin was brought on board for sale, 
but as the price asked was $100, no pur- 
chaser was found. On tlte return passage 
Capo Bealo and Carmanah lighthouses wero 
visited. Between Capo Beale and Carmanah 
a small sloop was seen under the land; upon 
being examined sho turned out to bo a fish- 
ing boat from Victoria, B. C. , out sinco 
August 5. Her crew reported having had a 
very poor catch. The weather, the first 
few days of the trip, was wet and stormy, 
with fog, but tho latter part was very fine. 
A homeward bound soaler was seen in tho 
Straits, off Sherringham Point, but too far 
off to signal — a dead calm at tho time. Ow- 
ing to the steamer Quadra being able to re- 
sume her work again, tho Douglas will go 
out of commission, to-day. 

Steamer Badger left lor Cowichan yester- 
day morning, for a scow load of lumber. 

Steamer Mischief is expected to return 
from the West Coast to-morrow. 

Steamers Phantom and Hurt are tied up at 
their respective wharvos awaiting orders. 

Steamer Quadra, Capt. Gaudin, leaves 
for Race Rooks on Monday or Tuesday next. 

Tho British ship Golden Horn is on berth 
for British Columbia at Newcastle, Eng. 

Steamer Romulus cleared yestcrduy at 
San Francisco for Nanaimo. 

The steamer Alert, with Governor-Gon- 
eral Bailey and party on board, will pay a 
special visit to the Darcey Island luzaretto 
to-day, taking out supplies for the little 
colony and tho recently discovered recruit, 
adjudged afllicted by Drs. Davie, Wade and 
Jones. 

It is semi-officially announced that H. M. 
S. Warspite will enter the Esquiinalt dock 
on September 0, remaining there for repair 
and alterations at least two months. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer gives tho 
information that the steamer Flyer is to bo 
placed on the Victoria run when her repairs 
are completed, |making the round trip inside 
of twelve hours each day. President Scott 
of the owning company declines to verify 
or deny the report. 

Judge Hanford, of tho United States 
court at Seattle, has delivered an opinion in 
the admiralty Buit brought by the master of 
tho Norwegian bark Fristad against the 
steamer Premier to recover damages for in- 
juries sustained during a collision, in which 
he bold that both vessels wero in part re- 
sponsible for the accident, and tho damages 
should be divided. Tho gist of the decision 
is, that the watch of tho Fristad wore ne- 
glecting their duty in not sounding nn alarm 
bell, and that as far as tho Premier is con- 
concerned, either the officers on watch were 
inattentive to their work or that entering 
tho harbor at full speed on a dark night was 
poor policy on the part of the command.

THE SIMPLE TRUTH. 

Tho Times, with moro than the usual ac- 
companiment of bad language, denies that, 
on the 8th of last month, it appeared to bo 
paralyzed,. and did not say a word about 
tho smallpox; visitation. Surprised at the 
boldness but not at tho violence of its denial, 
wo again took a look at tho Times of the 
3th. It must be remembered that 
on that day Victoria was in a 
state of great agitation. The smallpox 
cases were increasing with the most alarm- 
ing rapidity and every one was thinking of 
what could bo dono to stop the progress of 
the disease. But an examination of the 
oditorial page of our contemporary does not 
give the searcher for information tho faint- 
est hint of tho state of the public mind. On 
that day the leader was on "The Egg 
Duty." It was followed by a learned disiiui- 
aitiou on the use of opium under the 
head of " Not an unmixed evil." The 
third article was on "Fruit exporting," 
and this was followed by two " notes," ono 
on incidents of the British elections, and 
one about tho Nelson uud Tort Sheppard 
Riilway. Even tho " Man about Town " 
was Bilent witli rospect to the subject that 
monopolized public attontion. Finding 
nothing either editorial or quasi-editorial 
in tho Times about the small-pox, 
wa were fully justified in saying that 
it did not Bay a word about the 
smallpox visitation. No man of intelligence 
tooks anywhere else than among its edi- 
torial for a, newspaper's opinions on public 
questions. It seeni3, however, that there 
was in the paper a local item about the re- 
fusal of the Dominion Guv&rarriont to si 
the Marine hospital building to be used as 
a pest house, and because we did not regard 
this piece of news in the news eolumus aa 
an utterance of tho paper, it accuses us, in 
its peculiar style, of untruthfulness. The 
item escaped our notice, but oven if it 
had not, what wo said was nothing more 
than the simnlo, undeniable truth, 

THE MAYOR'S MEETING. 

It was very evident in tho course of tho 
proceedings of last night's meeting, that it 
was not convened so much to discuss the 
by-laws to bo submitted to tho ratepayers 
on Monday, as to give the Mayor an oppor- 
tunity of making a political speech. It is 
only fair to that gentleman to say that he 
mado the most of his opportunity. But wo 
aro much mistaken if Mr. Beaven's apology 
for the courso he has taken with respect to 
tho smallpox visitation will be satisfactory 
to the citizens of Victoria. They all know 
that ho failed, and failed most signally, in 
the few feeble attempts he did make, to 
doal with the outbreak. 

It is tho easiest thing in the world for a 
man who has any ingenuity and tho gift of 
the gab, to show that if certain thing} had 
not happened, and if other peoplo hud not 
dono what they did, things would have 
turned out very differently. This is the 
kind of defenso that tho Mayor sets up. 
i'hero are very few pooplo in theso 
days who possess the gift of prophecy and 
there aro just as few who can tell what 
might, could, would or should have hap- 
pened if tho conditions had been different 
from what thoy were. Ordinary peoplo only 
know what has taken place and they con 
only judge from tho way in which a man 
has acted, how ho would have acted had 
4.I10 circumstances been different. 

Mayor Beaven had his chance to deal 
with the smallpox. The visitation did not 
oome upon him suddenly. Tho disease was 
in this city and in Vancouver for many 
weeks beforo tho outbreak in tho early days 
of July. But that outbreak found him 
wholly unprepared. When tho eases were 
hourly increasing in tho city, when tho 
yellow flag was scon on many streets, tho 
Mayor was helpless. Ho did nothing to 
stop the ravages of the plaguo, and it was 
ovident that ho could do nothing. Tho city 
was in a great state of ularm and oven the 
Mayor's best frionds found it iioccssary to 



"prod" him into action. la it to bo 
expected that if the Mayor and those under 
him wero left to their own devices any 
effectual measures would hnvo been taken 
to stop the spread of tho diseaso! What- 
ever might have happened it is hard to tell. 
At any rate tho people wero not disposed to 
wait to see tho result of tho Mayor's inac- 
tion or very feeble actiou. 

Thoy wero relieved whon the Government 
interfered. They approved of tho measures 
that wero taken, and they soon saw that the 
courso then begun must result— as it has 
doue — in freeing tho city of the smallpox. 

It was soon evident that Mr. Beaven was 
not content to let tho work which ho had 
proved his inability to perform bo dono by 
those who were competent to do it. He 
would not co-operate cordially with the 
Provincial Health Officer. Neither would 
ho leave things alono and lot that officer do 
his work without interruption and obstruc- 
tion. He must meddle uud fuss and appear 
to bo doing something, while really the 
work went on as if ho did not exist. 

Since tho 1 1th of July Mayor Bcaveu has 
noither helped nor hindered. Ho has been, 
as far as freeing the city from, s niallpox is 
concerned, a nonentity. This is the simple 
fact as it appears to us and to a great many 
others. It is, thereforo, most disingenuous 
for Miiyor Beaveu to step in and to claim 
credit for work that he really had no hund 
in doing, though ho tried in a very feeblo 
way to niako it les3 effective. Let Mr. 
Beaven call as many meetings as ho may, 
and make ns many long speeches as ho can, 
he cunnot change the facta connected with 
stamping out tho smallpox in this city. 

THE PROPER ATTITUDE. 

Dr. Grant, the talented and patriotic 
Principal of Queen's University, Kingston, 
recently delivered an address beforo tho Now 
England Chautauqua on reciprocity. Tho 
address wus an excellent one, the speaker 
maintaining his position as a loyal, self-re- 
specting Canadian, while his tono towards 
tho United States was appreciative, kindly 
and courteous, The following passage from 
it will give tho reader a good idea of tho 
spirit in which the address was conceii ed : 

" It is a delusion to imngiuo that there i8 
in any part of Canada any section of our 
population animated by unfriendly feelings 
to this great nation. We love our own 
country and flag best, but wo lovo next the 
peoplo over whom wavo the Stars and 
Stripes. We do not dread, wt are willing 
to take all tho consequence of the closest 
intercourse with you. No men aro more 
welcomo in Canada than your men of enter- 
prise, your capitalists and your scholars. 
We read tho works of your literary men 
and write for your newspapers nnd journals. 
We send to you, not only mechanics and 
mill-hands and the ' Nova Scotia' servant 
girl,' but also preachers and professors, hav- 
ing enough for ourselves and to spare, 
thanks to a healthy climate and good 
institutions. Wo do not prophesy as 
to tho future, feeling that it is enough 
to do our duty in the present, as thereby we 
shall be best prepared for whatever the 
future has in store, but we do hope with nil 
our heurts for a great moral reunion of tho 
English-speaking race, to which each sec 
tion shall contribute something of which the 
wholo shall not be ashamed, and tho con- 
summation of which shall bo tho universal 
triumph of Christian civilization. Let ut>, 
therefore, forget the things that are behind. 
You, North and South, have agreed to for- 
got tho awful war of I860 64, Much more 
may wo all forget the war of 1812-15, and 
still more tho war of the 18th century. If 
a 'bloody shirt ' 30 years ago is not much of 
a banner to wave, what shall bo said of a 
bloody shirt aged liiO years I" 

What Professor Grant said is truo of 
ninety-nino Canadians out of a hundred. 
Canadians desiro to live on friendly and 
even intimato terms with their southern 
neighbors, but it must not bo thought that 
this friendliness partakes in any way of a 
desire to be united with them politically. 
That desire doea notexist to any appreciable 
extent. Canadians, though wishing to have 
tho freest intercourse commercially and so- 
cially with Americans, oro fully determined 
to maintain their independence and their 
connection with Groat Britain. There aro 
some American public men who beliove that 
the best way to deal with Canadians is to 
keep them off at arms' length and to havo 
as little trudo intercourse with them aa 
possible. Suoh treatment, they think, will 
compel Canada to seek admission into tho 
Union, These men havo been deceived. The 
policy which .they advocato will hive an 
effect exactly the opposito of that which 
they expect and intend. 

THE SOVEREIGN PEOPLE. 

The rapidity and tho completeness with 
which the Government of I! rent Britain 
obey tho mandate of the people is making 
a great impression on thoughtful United 
States citizens. Tho recent change in tho 
Government has convinced them that Great 
Britain, though a monarahy, is really gov- 
erned according to "tho well understood 
wishes of the people." Thoy see that the 
above is not u Que phraso like " the pursuit 
of happiness " in thu Constitution of the 
United States, which, howover fino it may 
sound, has really no significence, but it is 
tho expression of a principle on which Great 
Britain in theso days most invariably uct, 
The Chicago limes compurea the prompt 
manner in which effect is given to tho will of 
■tho electors in Great Britain with tho slow 
andimperfoct way in which tho "sovereign 



people " of tho United States can bring 
thoir influence to bear on tho Administra 
tion. It says : 1 • 

Mark tho difference between this pro 
eroding under tho unwritten constitution of 
Great Britain and what must under the 
written fundamental law of tho republic of 
the United States ho the courso of tho pro- 
ceedings. In 1S9D tho republican party, 
holding tho ascendancy in all branches of 
tho government, was overwhelmingly 
beaten at the biennial congressional elec- 
tions. The congressional majority against 
what wo may call the government wua 
approximately 1 ,U00, 000 votes. Under tho 
British system it would havo instantly fol- 
lowed that not only would the political com- 
plexion of the legislature bo changed, but 
there would also bo change of tho executive. 
But under our system of fixed tenure 
for members of congress in bjth houses 
and for tho chief magistrate what re- 
sulted? Tho house chosen in November 
of IS'JO did not assemble until December of 
IS!) 1. Meantime tho House, whoso policy 
had been rebuked by tho popular -voice, 
held a session of threo mouths, and the 
chief magistrate, whose tenure still ran for 
more than two years, addressed that House, 
and set himself in defiance of the expression 
of the popular will in November. 

It is thus seen that while tho British 
system of popular government is flexible, 
the American system of popular govern- 
ment is rigid. While at u single election it 
is possible for a majority of British electors 
to bring about a policy which they may ap- 
prove, and to compass that end change not 
only the House of Commons but also tho 
executive officers, it is impossible for tho 
electors in the United States to have their 
will instantly effected. In the United 
States, election after election must result 
before politics can be changed. 

The Chicago Times finds that the peoplo 
are really moro powerful in monarchical 
Great Britain than they are in republican 
America. It shows, by tho title given to 
tho article, "The British Republic," that it 
has been forced to como to this conclusion, 
It ia ovident that tho Americans aro not so 
well satisfied with their Constitution as they 
used to be. They aro beginning to seo that 
there can bo tyranny and contravention of 
the people's will under a republican form of 
Government, while nieu living under mon- 
archical institutions enjoy tho greatest free 
dom, and have their wishes deferred to and 
carried into effect without aa much as a 
word of remonstrance from tho sovereign 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

TlIE price of silver as bullion i3 at present 
very low indeed. As much silver as is now 
in the American dollar cun bo bought for 
sixty-fire cents. Tho United States Gov 
eminent recently made a purchase of silver 
at (J4 J cents on the dollar. This extreme 
cheapness of silver must put a damper on 
the hopes of tho politicians who expect the 
peoplo of the States to take un unlimited 
number of.dollars, with only sixty-live cents 
worth of silver in them, for one hundred 
cents. If the attempt were mudo tho poli 
ticiaus would soon find that neither tho law 
nor the Government stamp can iuduco peoplo 
generally to give- out a hundred cents worth 
of what they havo to sell for a coin worth 
intrinsically only sixty-five cents. It is not 
likely, howevor, that silver as an article of 
commerco will remain long at its present 
low price.

North Thompson Ore. 

J. W. Sutherland, a real estate and 
mining broker, of Eairhavcn, who has been 
in tho British Columbia mining regions, 1ms 
returned to the Bellingham Bay city. Ho 
brings samples of ore from the Ironclad and 
the Lone Prospect silver mines, situated on 
the North Thompson river, some sixty 
miles from Katnloops, "Tho oro carries a 
great deal of lead," said he, "and a trace of 
gold — enough to amount to a dollar or two 
in a ton. Tho assays show that the ore 
averages about $100 a ton in value. The 
advantage of the mines along the North 
Thompson river is that navigation is fairly 
good, and the ores can easily be brought 
by boat to the Canadian Pacific railroad." 

To Fill That Mucu-Felt Want. 

Just what tho residents of James Bay ro- 
quire now, is to bo supplied by Mr. W. H. 
Jensen, proprietor of the Hotel Dallas, to- 
day, and that is a lino of busses running 
every fifteen minutos, between tho Post 
Office and tho outer wharf. Tho first of 
these will leavo tho city at 1 o'clock, thia 
afternoon, and in order to mako the servicu 
as relioblo and perfect as possible, horses 
will be changed every two hours. The fare 
for a single trip is only 5 cents, and 
although Mr. Jensen does not expect to 
make anything out of tho business, he does 
not care if he gots enough fo clear expenses.

Smallpox on Stuart Island. 

Lieutenant Buehnor, of tho cutter Wol- 
cott, returned from Friday Harbor, last 
evening, and reported that information had 
come to tho County Commissioners of San 
Juan County, of tho existence of a uasu of 
smallpox on Stuart Island. The victim is 
caid to bo an Indian, who came over from 
Victoria. Stuart is tho most northerly 
American island of the archipelago of tho 
Sound. There aro not over three white 
families, nil told, living on the island. At 
tho southwest end is located an Indian fish- 
ing camp. Several families of Indiana live 
there all the year round in the squalid dirt 
of a decaying barn. The Indian population 
is considerably augmented during tho fish- 
ing Beaaon, when British Columbia Indians 
come down in cauoca to catch horring, of

To-day Victoria will entertain Seattle, 
and in a measure try to repay the hospital- 
ity shown by tho Paget Sound city when- 
over Victorians havo been found within its 
borders. 

Tho visitors, under tho sheltering wing 
of Mayor Ronald, tho City Council, and tho 
Chamber of Commerco, will leave home by 
tho specially chartered City of Seattle, at 8 
o'clock, reaching hero about 12:45. They 
will bo mot at tho outer wharf and formally 
welcomed— then left to follow out their own. 
inclinations during the hours of their stay, 
selecting what suits thorn best from tho 
varied programme of tho day's attractions 
in acquatio and field sports, oto.

Tho Daring Daylight Robber of S700 
Worth of Jewelry Located 
at Seattlo. 



Tho Latest Chapter in a Career of 
Crime Closed in the Crimin- 
al's Capture. 



Readers of the Colonist will remember 
tho hold daylight robbery which took placo 
at the residence of Win. StevenBon, on Carr 
street, and by which somo S700 worth of 
jewelry was lost. Thero wua a suspicion at 
the time as to who the robber was, but 
nothing definito could bo learned for several 
days. At tho time of the robbery Mr. 
Stevenson had in his employ a man who 
went by tho name of J. F. Long, though his 
right namo is J. F. Reichert. 

Several days after tho robbery Long 
went into tho Delmonico saloon, and on cull- 
ing for a drink was accosted by the barten- 
der there, who jokingly said : 

"Well Jack, have you soaked Stcvenaon : s 
jewelry yet?" , 

Long made no reply, but turned palo and 
walked out. He was not seen again in 
Victoria. Going out to Oak Buy, Long hired 
a small boat on tho plea that he was going 
fishing. From Oik Bay ho sailed over to 
Orcas Island, at which place ho took the 
steamer Vandal to Port Townsend. He wus 
arrested at Seattlo on the City of Kingston, 
evidently on his way out of tho Sound, for 
he is too well known in Tacoma to dare to 
remain there. The missing jewelry was 
found on his person. When arrested, Long 
threw up his hands and fainted. On coming 
to he said : 

"I seo you have run me down. I will 
have to throw up tho game." 

Sergt. Walker went over in tho City of 
Kingston lust night for tho purpose of en- 
deavoring to bring Long hack to Victoria. 
A rather strange part of the story is that 
a lady, Mrs, Mundary, was driving past 
Mr. Stevensen's residence at tho time of 
the robbery, and saw Long jump over tho 
fonco. She knew him and is sure of tho 
man, but refrained from saying anything 
about tho affair, as sho was afraid she 
might get horself into trouble by so doing. 
It was only a day or two ago that this 
latter fact came to light. 

Reichert, or Long, tt s he was called while 
in Victoria, came from San Francisco, 
whero ho is said to have some very good con- 
nections. Despite theso, however, Reichert 
himself had not a very enviable repu- 
tation, He is said to have been connected 
with the robbery of tho City Treasury in 
Sun Francisco somo time ago. To escape 
arrest for this ho fled to Honolulu, whero ho 
remained for somo, until having become 
mixed up in a quarrel there, hoBtabbedu, man 
and again found a change of climate neces- 
sary for bis health. Ho reached Victoria 
on a sailing vessel from tho Islands, and for 
the past three months has been employed aa 
a bartender in tho Bodega saloon, of which 
Mr. Stevenson ia the proprietor. Mr. 
Stevenson had befriended tho man in many 
ways, und naturally feels very indignant at 
the way his kindness has been returned. 
Every effort will bo made to bring him back 
to Victoria, though this may bo dono only 
after tho United States courts havo dealt 
with him for bringing stolen goodB into thut 
country.

Germany Insists on Inspecting the 
American Hoff— Towns Wiped 
Out by Fire. 



"Release of Notorious Bank Forgers— 
Cholera In St. Petersburg— Well 
Known Singer Dead. 



A Miraculous Image, 

London, Aug. 19. — A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says : During the last few days 
the population of St. Petersburg have been 
deeply moved by the disoovery of a miracu- 
lous image of the Virgin among the founda- 
tions of tho church which is being built on 
the spot where the late Czar Alexander II. 
was murdered. The discovery is said to 
have been made by an old woman, to whom 
the spot where the imago was found was re- 
vealed by the Virgin hersolf in a dream. 
Certain irreverent persons, however, have 
alleged that the story haB been concocted 
with a view to roviving tho zeal of tho pub- 
lic, and thus inducing them to subscribe to 
tho building fund of the church, which has 
fallen off of late. 

Cnntatrlce Dead. 

Paris, Aug. 19.— Madame Trebolli, tka 
noted singer, is dead, at Etretat, France. 

Itrazll'x Nor Cabinet. 

Buknos Ayrks, Aug. 18. — President 
Saenza Penas' new cabinet is as follows: 
Minister of Interior, Senor Victorine; Min- 
ister of Navy and Army, Senor Pel Vallo; 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Senor Indalecio 
Gomez; Chief of Police, Senor Donovan; 
Chief of Staff, Senor Emilio Mitre; Presi- 
dents of the Public Credit, Banco Nacoi; 
Nacoional Bureau of Redemption and Banco 
Hypothecation, respectively, Senors Juan 
Auchornia, Manuel Aguirre and Ricardo 
Levalle. 

Cholera la lit. Petersburg. 

St. Peteiisbdrc, Aug. IS. — It is officially 
admitted that the capital is infested with 
Asiatic cholera of a mild form, which chiefly 
attacks the factory hands. The cholera re- 
turns for the past 24 hours bbow that, in 
this city, 2'2 new cases and 10 deaths were 
reported. In Russia, yesterday, thero wero 
S,45S new cases of the disease and 3,207 
deaths. 

Bank Forgers Rclenncd. 
London, Aug. 18. — A morning paper an- 
nounces that Macdonnell and Hill, who 
were the accomplices of Bidwoll in the bank 
forgeries in 1873, were released on condition 
that they leave the country nover to return. 
Both started for America on being released. 

Mrs. LI Huns Chans Dead, 

Shanghai, Aug. IS. — Countess Li, wife 
of Li Hung Chang, died at Tientsing, on 
the 3rd inst. She had been attended by an 
English physician and an American lady 
doctor. She was one of tho most remark- 
able women of the day. She had the great- 
est influence at court and was a trusty ad- 
viser of tho dowager Empress. Rebellion 
has broken out in the province of Taochuan, 
resulting from a union of secret societies, 
under a religious fanatic leader. 

American I'nrU to he Inspected. 

Berlin, Aug. 18. — Orders have been is- 
sued by tho ministers of the interior, agri- 
culture and medical affairs, declaring that 
inasmuch as an examination proves that 
many American hams and sides of bacon 
contain trichina, tho imports of such pro- 
visions must not be placed upon public sale 
here unless they have been examined by the 
Prussian authorities. 

Fire Ravages In Switzerland. 

Bernk, Aug. 18. — Firo to-duy destroyed 
tho whole village of Grindelwald. Fifteen 
hundred tourists lost everything they pos- 
ssssed. St. Stephen was also destroyed by 
fire to-day, and 1,500 peoplo rendered home- 
less. Grindelwald is a villago of tho Canton 
Berne, Switzerland, 35 miles southeast of 
Berne, at the foot of tho Schreckhorn.one of 
the noted Alpino peaks. Tho village is 
3,6^4 ieeo above tho oca level, ur.d a popu- 
lar rosort for tourists, as near it are the 
glaciers of Upper and Lower Grindelwald. 
Tho population is 3,135. St. Stephen, in 
the same canton, is 29 miles southwest of 
Berne, on the Simraen, with a population of 
1,530. 

A RDSKian Town Destroyed. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. IS. — A firo last 
night in the town of Serdovska, Russia, 
GoTsrnment of Saratovu, destroyed 300 
houses and mado 2,500 persona homeless. 

A Frisco Ship Ashore. 

London, Aug. 18. — The British ship 
County of Edinburgh, which left San Fran- 
cisco for Dublin on March 25th, calling at 
Falmouth, is ashoro near Dublin. Stepi 
are being taken to float the veBsel. 

Crossing (he Atlantic in a Itoat. 

Madrid, Aug. 18. — The Captain of tho 
steamship Vera Cruz, which arrived at 
Corunna paseed in mid-ocean Captain 
Andrews, who is making tho voyage from 
Atlantic City to Huelva alone in a small 
boat. Tho Captain of the Vera Cruz offered 
to help Andrews and tried to induce him to 
accept food and water. Andrews doclined 
all aid, and requested only that tho captain 
of the steamship deliver a letter to United 
States Consul Carricarte, in Corunna. 
Captain Andrews said that he was well, but 
that ho had been delayed by unfavorable 
weather. 

Fatal Flic In a Model Lodging House. 

London, Aug. 18. — Fire, yesterday morn- 
ing, in tho Model lodging house in Tredegar, 
in which there were soventy-four persons, 
caused a horrible loss of life. Eleven pur- 
sons perished. Nine bodies have already 
been recovered, and tho search continues. 
Tho inmates wero rescued with tho great- 
est difficulty. 

Hat for a Parade. 

Berlin, Aug. 18. — The autumn parade 
of the corps was hold to-day. The day was 
oppressively warm, tho mercury marking 
97 degrees in tho shade. Emperor William, 
for the pmrpose of sparing tho men, ordered 
that tho march past him bo the only man- 
louvre. When tho performance w»s over 
the Emperor, in tho course of tho cuitonnry 
romarki, begged tho onicors to give abioluto 
denial to all rumors of approaohing war and 
an increaso in tho budget. He also denied 
tho report that it Is tho intention of the 
Government to introduco a smaller calibre 
gun in tho army.

Approaching Election of a Superior 
General of the Company 
of Jesus. 



Statistics of the Order— A Philadelphia 
Priest Spoken of— His Ecclesi- 
astical Services. 



Baltimore, Aug. 19.— An event regar- 
ded as of groat importance among Roman 
Catholics comes off at Rome about the end 
of this month. It will be the election of a 
General of the Company of Jesus in succes- 
sion to tho lato Father Andcrledy. Tho 
General of the Jesuits is called tho Black 
Pope on account of tho great influence he 
wields at tho Holy See. He is elected for 
life and invosted with supreme authority 
over all the Jesuits throughout the world. 
The order now numbers 5,751 priests, 3,713 
teachers and 3,508 brothers. The new 
General will bo chosen by a convention or 
general assembly of the order . con- 
voked at Rome by tho Vicar-General, Rev. 
Louis Martin. Tho order of tho Jesuits 
is divided into 27 provinces, each 
of which will be represented by 
three delegates to tho convention, tho 
Rev. Father Proviso::;!, cx-oifici", and two 
others chosen by the fathers and tho rec- 
tors of the ditferont houses in each pro- 
vince. These delegates, with tho Vicar- 
Generul, Attorney-General, tho secretary, 
and tho Uvo assistants of tho deceased gen- 
eral, form the Electivo Assembly. Tho 
election is a solemn affair. All the mem 
bers of tho Assembly prepare themselves by 
prayer, and join in Holy Communion, after 
which they solemnly deposit their ballots 
before a crucifix. Tho Jesuits of Canada 
will not send delegates to the convention, 
having delegated certain priests, resident at 
Rome, to act for them." The delegates from 
the United States are : Province of Mary 
land and New York, Rev. Thos. J. Camp 
boll; Province of Missouri, Rev. John F 
Frudon. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug, 19.— Much in 
terest is taken here in tho proceedings at 
tho coming general chapter of the Ordor of 
Jesus in view of the fact that Rov. B. Villi 
ger, pastor of the Church of tho Gesu, has 
been mentioned in connection with the posi- 
tion. Father Villiger is ono of tho oldest 
and best known membors of the society in 
America. Ho 1ms travelled extensively aB a 
missionary all over tho United States, and in 
his carly|dayswas distinguished forhis labors 
in the West. Ho was born in Switzerland 73 
years ago,und when tho Jesuitswereexpollod 
from that country in tho revolution of 
181S, he came to this country in company 
with about 10 others, After his ordination 
in tins country he was rapidly promoted 
until he bocamo Provincial of tho Province 
of Maryland, which includes all tho states 
from Virginia to Massachusetts. When tho 
war broke out he was appointed Superior of 
the western missions, and after several 
years of labor in that field was assigned to 
the Church of the Gesu in this city. In 
1888 he celebruted his golden jubilee, and 
was the recipient of many congratulations 
and presents. Many other important ques- 
tions will como up before the Chapter be- 
sides tho olection of a Superior-General.

THEODORE DAVIS, \ TXTHEREAS by Order In 
Attorney-General.) VV Council dated 11th 
day of July, A.D. 1892, and by Ordor in Council 
dated tho ltth day of July, 1892, His Honour 
tho Lioutonant-Govornor was pleased, by 
virtuo of nnd acting undor tho "Health Act," 
to issuo certain Rules and Regulations which 
aro styled respectively tho "Provincial Health 
Rules, 1892." and tho "Supplementary Provin. 
cinl Health Regulations, 1892." 

And whereas thoro may bo doubts ns to tho 
truo construction and;intent of tho said Rules 
and Regulations as to tho matters hereinafter 
referred to, and it is expedient to declare the 
truo construction and lntoat of tho Bald Rules 
and Regulations as to tho said mattors: 

And whereas oxpenso has boon nnd will bo 
incurred by virtuo of tho appointment of a 
Municipal Health Ofllcor for tho City of Vic- 
toria undor tho said Regulations, which ex- 
pense should bo met and defrayed by tho Cor- 
poration of tho said City : 

And whereas it was and will bo necessary to 
provldo proper hospital accommodations for 
persons found within tho City of Victoria 
alllicted with smallpox, including tho services 
of physicians, nurses, attendants and servants, 
nnd including food, bedding, clothing, medi- 
cines and other necessaries, as well as to pro- 
vide proper places and tonts for the reception 
and isolation of persons oxposed to contagion, 
and generally to employ physicians, officers, 
men nnd servants, and to provldo food, cloth- 
ing, bedding, medicines and other necessaries 
to secure tho duo enforcement and carrying 
out of tho said Rules and Regulations, us well 
as tho provisions of tho Consolidated Health 
Iiy-Law, 18S0, of tho said Corporation, relating 
to contagious and Infectious diseases : 

And Whereas tho said Corporation ought to 
meet and defray all tho expenses hcroinbeforo 
mentioned : 

And whereas tho Municipal authorities of 
the said City are apparently unnblo or unwil- 
ling to mako provision for and defray tho said 
expenses, and it is expediont for tho Province 
to mako such provision for tho timo being: 

Therefore His Honour tho Lieutenant- 
Governor has, by and with the advice of His 
Executive Council, been pleased to ordor and 
dcclnre, and it is hereby ordered and declared, 
as follows: 

1. It shall and may bo lawful for tho 
Minlstar of Finance of tho Province of 
British Columbia from time to timo to advance 
in tho first instance, out of tho Consolidated 
Revenue of tho Province, tho sums re(]uisito to 
meet and defray all saliricB, wages, costs or 
expenses whatsoever incurred, or to bu 
currcd, in connection with tho treatment and 
suppression of smallpox within tho said City of 
Victoria, undor tho said Rules and Regula- 
tions, and under tho Consolidated Health By- 
Law, lSSO, upon Warrants from timo to time 
duly certified by tho Provincial Health Olllcer, 
or by tho Municipal Health Officer for tho Bald 
City, appointed under tho said Regulations 
and approved by His Honour tho Lieutenant. 
Govornor. 

2. The said sums shall bo n debt due from tho 
said City of Victoria to Her Majesty, and shall 
form a chargo until fully paid and satisfied up 
on all tho revenues of tho enid City from what, 
oversourco arising. 

3. On tho third Monday in ench month, com- 
mencing with tho month of August, 1892, or on 
such othor days as shall from timo to timo bo 
designated by tho Lioutenant-Govcrnor-in- 
Council, a statement showing tho amount so 
paid out of tho consolidated revenue, up to 
and incluslvo of tho date of such statement, 
shall bo made up and signed in duplicate by tho 
Provincial Auditor, and shall bo countoraigncd 
by tho Minister of Finance ; one of such state- 
ments shall bo mailed at Victoria in a prepaid 
registered letteraddresscd to tho Mayor of said 
city. 

i. If, within fourteen days from the day of 
tho mailing of such lcttor, tho said City shall 
not pay into tho Provincial Treasury at Vic- 
toria tho full amount shewn by such statement 
to havo boon paid, tho other of such statements 
shall bo delivered to tho Sheriff for tho County 
of Victoria. 

5. Tho said Sheriff shall then proceed to levy 
oxecution ngninst tho said City for tho said 
amount, In tho samo manner as if L'uo state; 
ment had been a writ of llori facias upon a 
judgment of tho Supremo Court obtained 
against tho said City, and in tho ovent of his 
being unable to mnko tho said amount, ho 
shall havo full power and authority, in his own 
name, to suo for, receive and rccovor any mon- 
eys duo to tho said City, including taxes on 
real property and liconso fees, and pay- 
ment to tho Sheriff thereof shall bo a good an- 
swer in respect of any such moneys, taxes, or 
license fees, to any action or process brought 
or taken for tho recovery thereof by or on bo- 
half of tho said City against tho persons paying 
tho samo and such Sheriff Elmll bo, for tho 
purposes of theso Rules, and for tho collection 
of moneys duo thereunder, a Receiver of all 
the rovenucs of the said City, from whatever 
sourco arising, and ho shall also havo tho pow- 
ers and authotity conferred by sections 305 to 
310, both inclusive, of tho " Municipal Act, 
1892;" and tho Shorlff shall hold tho moneys to 
bo recovered or received by him upon trust, 
in the first plnco. to pay or retain tho costs of 
levying, recovering, and, collecting tho Baroo ; 
next in payment In to tho Provincial Treasury 
of tho amount so paid out of llio consolidated 
revenue, and tho remainder (if any) shall bo 
paid to tho Baid City. 

C. Whore thero is any ambiguity or uncer- 
tainty in any of tho said Rules or Regulations 
as to any oll'enco defined, or purporting 
to bo defined, or as to any ponalty 
or punishment imposed, or purporting to be 
imposed, it ehall bo and bo deemed to havo 
been lawful for tho Court making a conviction 
to convict and adjudicate undor section 39 of 
tho said Rules. 

7. No conviction, ordor, or other proceeding, 
mattor or thing made, done, or transacted in 
or relating to tho execution of tho said Rules 
and Regulations, or of these Rules, shall bo 
vacated, quashed, or set asldo for want of 
form, or bo removed or removable by cortiorarl 
or othor writ or process whatsoever Into tho 
Supremo Court, and no appeal shall lio in any 
caso from any conviction to any Court by any 
process whatsoever unless tho consent in writ- 
ing of tho Attorney-General thereto shall havo 
been first had and obtained.

!Tlio Trend of Iho Popular Theatrical 
, Tasto as Manifested l>y tUo Class ol 
' Attractions Which the Leading; New 
York Managers Have Provided. 

O PERSON" of 

intelligence who 
watches the trend 
of tlio drama in 
America can have 
failed to observe 
a marked deteri- 
oration in the 
taste of the thea- 
ter going public, 
as manifested by 
the class of plays 
VjS&* Which managers 
present for popu- 
lar approval. The 
shrewd gentlemen who provide enter- 
tainment of a theatrical nature are too 
wise to attempt to direct the people; their 
chiefest aim is to endeavor to follow them 
closely and give them exactly what they 
want, be it comedy or tragedy, farce or 
drama. This course pays, and, after all, 
people are only in the theatrical business 
for money making purposes. 
I The old timers are wont to tell us, with 
mournful shakes of the head, that it was 
not always thus, and that years ago "act- 
tors and managers had some regard for 
their art." Despite this very glitteriu 
heat lightning platitude, I venture the as- 
sertion that actors haven't changed much 
in the last thirty or forty years, except 
perhaps as to their methods, and their es 
timates of their own importance. 

While the drift toward the frothy ele- 
ment may have injured the "serious 
drama," I am inclined to the opinion that 
it has been of benefit to the stage as a 
whole, for the reason that the percentage 
of theatre goers in America is unquestion 
ably greater now than ever before. There 
are thousands of persons in every com- 
munity who don't even know whether 
Yorick had a skull or not, and don't care 
a continental about it one way or the 
other. These people might live next door 
to a theater in which "Hamlet" was 
on for a run of a year, with Edwin 
Booth as Hamlet and the elder Snl 
vini as the Ghost, without ever having tin 
slightest inclination to hear tho nielan 
choly Dana wonder (audibly) whether it 
pays "To be, or not to be." But just let 
the billboards aunounco "Tho Chameleon 
Detective" or "A Lead Pipo Cinch," and 
they will all bo trying to borrow money 
from their neighbors to buy tickets for tho 
play 

1 Of course when a real fire engine, with 
real horses, and a real lire ladder, and a real 
life saving net, or a "river" of real water, 
with a real steamer, and a real rowboat 
are added, "Standing Hoom Only" business, 
that delight of the managerial heart, Is 
well nigh assured in advance. I know 
that itis thefad nowadaysamongdramatic 
writers to say that this sort of thing is 
playing out, but it is not. New York city 
may be called tho theatrical barometer of 
America, and a glauco at the list of attrac- 
tions with which the theaters of the metrop- 
olis will open will servo to prove tho cor- 
rectness of this position, 
j To begin with, no theater in New York 
city will give tragedy or anything ap- 
proaching it, and few of them will have 
the temerity to tempt fate, at least during 
the early part of the season, with pieces 
which may he called serious. There must 
he comedy and lots of it in a play or the 
3STew York managers will not touch it a3 
a rule. 

i Tho most important indication of this 
tendency toward vaporose theatricals is to 
be found in tho change which has been 
made in the policy of tho Casino, which 
las long been looked upon as the home of 
comic opera in America. This magnificent 
house is to he turned at once into a cafe 
chnntant, or, in plain United States, a high 
class concert hall. The success of the roof 
gardens in New York city, in the face of 
the poor business done by most of the the- 
aters, is said to be directly responsible for 
this change, which will go into effect 
Sept. 13, at which time tho "Vice Admiral" 
will be sent on tho road. Tho Garden 
theater will probably succeed to tho posi- 
tion so long occupied by the Casino. 

At the Star theater, the home of long 
and successful runs, the opening attrac- 
tion will be Katie Emmet, the young 
woman who has made some reput ation and 

!nucb money by playing a boy's part in a 
urid melodrama, "The Waifs of New 
'York," which has toured tho country for 
several seasons. Miss Emmet is getting 
more ambitious now, and the new play 
which she will produce at the Star Aug. 
22 is called "Killarney." I have been in- 
formed that she has doffed pantaloons in 
favor of skirts in this piece. 
I The Twenty-third Street theater will bo 
opened Aug. 29 by Robert Mantel! in tho 
highly romantic drama, "The Face in tho 
Moonlight."

JIM HILL'S OBJECT. 

To Control the Oregon Hallway and Navigation 
Company's System. 

S.-ix Fjiaxcisco, Aug. IS.— A Chronicle 
Chicago special says: "The objects of J. 3. 
Hill's present visit to Now York is to secure 
a controlling interest in tho Oregon Railway 
* Navigation Company's line, consisting of 
1,000 miles or more of track bet iveen Spo- 
kane and Portland. The property is under 
a !)!) years' lease to tho Oregon Short Line 
and Utah Northorn railway, a controlling 
interest in whoso stock was owned by tho 
Union Hacinc. Under the terms of the 
leaso the Union Pacific has guaranteed in- 
terest on bonds, six per cent interest on 
stock and tho expense of re-organization. 
There aro but two ways in which Hill can 
gain control of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company's line. Either 
the Oregon Short Line or Onion Pacific has 
so defaulted under tho terms of tho lease as 
to make that instrument nugatory, or Hill 
must own a controlling interest in the $2t5,- 
000,000 of Or«ijon Short Lino stock. 

The Union Pacific at ono time owed $14,- 
000,000 of this stock, but it is very proba- 
ble that it may have sold enough to lose its 
controlling interest. In either case it 
would be a comparatively caBy matter for 
Hill to secure control. Such a conclusion 
would instantly make Hill master of the 
North Pacific coast railroad situation and 
of both the Union Pacific and Northern 
Pacific coast torminals. He could also dic- 
tate the ratea to be charged on Pacific coast 
truOic and the annual contracts which now 
give the Union Pacific almost a monopoly 
on Portland business. With the transfer 
of tho Oregon Railway Jc Navigation Com- 
pany would go a lino of Steamers plying to 
ovcry ocean and river port between San 
Francisco nnd British Columbia, and river 
lines covering nearly 1,000 miles of territory.

TURKISH OUTRAGES. 

Complaints of Indignities and Injuries to 
American Missionaries in Asia Minor. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.— Tho Secretary 
of State to-day received a cablegruin from 
the United States charge d'affairs at Con- 
stantinople, informing him that tho house 
of Dr. Bartlett, an American missionary at 
Bourdour, Province of Xenia, Asia Minor, 
has been burned, and that tho lives of tho 
missionaries uro in danger. Ho believes 
that if prompt action ia not taken, the mis- 
sionary cause, and tho lives of the mission- 
aries will ho in serious danger in 
other places. Secretary Foster promptly 
cabled the chargo to make an urgent de- 
mand for effective protection, indemnity 
and punishment of tho guilty parties, and 
reprimand of the authorities found remiss. 
Tho U. S. cruisers, Newark and Benning- 
ton, now on their way to Genoa will bo or- 
dered to the vicinity of tho outrage to sup- 
port their demand. Secretary 'of State 
Foster said to-night that tho complaint of 
infringements of the treaty rights of Amer- 
ican missionaries in Turkey had beeu accu- 
mulating since 1888, and in ono notable in- 
stance, that of tho outrage upon Rev. Mr. 
Knapp und Dr. Bcynokls by Mouasa Bey, 
in this same province of Asia Minor, 
it has taken seven yeara to secure the pun- 
ishment of tho offender, and the United 
States was now determined to see if Ameri- 
can citizens had any treaty rights which 
tho Turkish authorities were bound to ro- 
spect. 

LIVELY FIGHT. 

The New York Central Strikers Go for the 
Twenty-Third Regiment. 

Buffalo, Aug. 10.— A battalion of the 
23d regiment had a lively ehako up last 
night, just before midnight, when the 
strikers at the Elk street crossing of tho 
New York Central stoned non-union switch- 
men who were making up a train. Some of tho 
missiles hit the soldiers of the 23,1, but none 
of them wcro seriously injured. The soldiers 
ordered their assailants to leave or accept a 
doso of lead, and when the order to prepare 
for firing was yiven, there was a scarcity of 
atrikera. No arrests were mado. Alter 
this train had been sent to East Buffalo 
word of tho affair reached Vice-President 
Webb, and he, thereupon, ordered further 
operations suspended for tho night 
on the grounds of insufficient protection tor 
the road employes. This action on tho 
part of tho Central official is regarded as 
signifying that their road will insist on full 
protection from tho civil and military 
authorities or it will not attempt to do 
business.
